Privacy In Observing the Lord 'a Supper. 
"In sfL'i'tit Imve I *»ld iioIIiIdk'' JuIiii IS: an. 

When the High Priest asked Jesu» of Ids 
disciples and bin doctrine, (verse 19.) Jesus 
replies: "In secret have I said nothing ;'' In 
the communion u [tail of the doctrine of Jeans 
Christ ? Yes indeed, and our dear Lord nev- 
er taught a secret doctrine nor practice. Je- 
sus openly taught his doctrine and practice 
before the people, Proof: we see him on the 
hank* of the Jordon, when he was baptized ; 
when he was in the presence of the multitude 
of [Myopic. "And when all the people were 
baptized, it eauie to pass that Jesus also be- 
ing baptized, and praying, the heaven was 
o[>ened." Luke 3: 21. Here we find that Je- 
sus, who was our examplur commenced, his 
practice openly, be lore alt of the people that 
were present. Is it [Kwsiblc that the Supper 
tan be more sacred or solemn than the Bnp- 
tism ot God's dear Son. Cod's own word and 
Spirit was also present, and sanctioned it 
before the people. 

JcsiiH Christ is a living witness to-day that 
his doctrine and practice was for the public, 
as his own words prove. 

Let us for a moment look at the condition 
of things on the evening that the Lord insti- 
tuted his Sup|ier. We see the priests and 
soldiers and jieople, with swords and staves, 
all in council, making preparations to appre- 
hend and crucify the Son of God. We think 
that there was a cause for the privacy upon 
this occasion. Had he been apprehended be- 
fore the example of the ordinance was com- 
pleted, he could not have said on the cross : 
"It is finished." 

Then again; if we are justified in keeping 
one command in private, we are justified in 
keeping all of thorn privately. Then, is our 
light shining, or is it under the bed. The church 
is commanded to let her light shine, that oth- 
ers seeing her good works may glorify our 
Father which is in Heaven. Matth. 5 : 16. 

To keep the ordinance in secret, Cod's 
won ! would condemn us, and it would appear 
to the world as though we loved darkness 
rather than light. , We are to let our light 
shine, and we cannot do it by keeping the 
commands in secret. Many of our brotherhood 
were convinced of this truth by seeing the 
commands practiced in public. I have heard 
men say that they were convinced of the 
truth by seeing the practice. Let the people 
see the Gospel practiced, as well as hear it,

Holy boldness is something more pure and 
elevated than natural courage. There is a 
carnal and unchristian boldness, which comes 
from ignorance, not duly perceiving the full 
extent of the danger threatened ; a mistaken 
judgment, when men are bold in a wrong 
cause ; Rashness and haste of spirit, of hot 
temper, of strong impulse- ; the mere pride and 
boast of courage; the fear of being thought 
timid or cowardly; a domineering spirit; the 
desire of supremacy ; willful obstanacy ; pre- 
ferring risk to yielding. We fear there are 
too many professed Christians who fall into 
the mistake of regarding forwardness as an 
evidence of their devotion to Christ and His 
cause, and are therefore discontented unless 
they are made prominent in the affairs of the 
Church. True Christian boldness is always 
humble and meek. "Seeketh not her own, ia 
not easily provoked." The source of Chris- 
tian boldness is the work of divine grace in 
the heart, through the indwelling of the Holy 
Spirit. It is remarkable how the disciples, so 
timid and weak before, were filled with holy 
boldness after Pentecost. "But ye shall re- 
ceive power, after the Holy Ghost is come 
upon you." "But Peter, standing up with 
the eleven, lifted up his voice, and said unto 
them, And now, Lord, behold their threaten- 
ing^, and grant unto thy servants, that with 
boldness they may speak thy word. And 
they were all filled with the Holy Ghost, and 
they spake the word of God with boldness." 
Stephen, before the council, is an example of 
true boldness, ft is a vivid apprehension of 
the importance of the truth rising above all 
lower considerations. "Whether it be right 
in the sight of God to hearken unto you more 
than unto God, judge ye." The fear of con- 
sequences, personal loss and danger, the fear 
of man, preference of earthly friends and re- 
lations, the holy fear of God overcoming the 
unholy fear of the creature,such as Daniel dis- 
played. True boldness is inspired by a clear 
and strong faith in the promises and power of 
God, that he is sure to stand by His people 
who stand up for him. Perfect love is a source 
of Christian boldness ; it delivers the subject 
of it from fear. The habit of prayer is a means 
of bold ness. God's favor gi vea sire ngth , 

We have need ol the constant help of the 
Holy Spirit to enable us to combine with our 
boldness, sound judgment and discretion, spir- 
itual wisdom ; otherwise, boldness is mere 
blind zeal, which may do more barm than 
good, like mettle in a blind horse. Christian 
gentleness is always an element of strength. 
Fierce passion never becomes the Christian ; 
sweet gentleness always does. Sincere hu- 
mility, when one feels his dependence upon 
Christ, and lives in constant faith in His pres- 
ence and grace, "He can do all things." If 
our hearts condemn ub not, then have we 
confidence." A clew conscience makes us 
bold. How can one be bold to reprove anoth- 
er who is guilty himsell ? A dirty fiuger is 
ill fitted to wipe out a foul blot. 

The importance of Christian boldness is seen > 
in that it is required in maintaining a Chris- 
tian profeeairn. Courage is a quality essen- 
tial to every Christian soldier, fie is nut to 
be ashamed of the gospel, nor of Christ, nor 
to fear the face of man. It is a mark of the 
righteous that he is as "bold as a lion," where- 
in they resemble Christ, who came not to de- 
stroy men's lives, but to save them. We need 
this boldness to faithfully proclaim the truth. 
Every Christian is a witness, and courage is 
need to declare the whole council of God, to 
speak without fear, rebuking sin. What 
would Moses have done without boldness ? 
Elijah, the Hebrew children, or John the Bap- 
tist ? Wc need boldness when undertaking k 
the great ventures ot faith ; when called to 
trust God in the face of great difficulties and 
dangers. What would our reformers have 
been without it ? Our Christian heroes bad 
they not been men of mighty faith, able to 
trust God in the dark? Yes, I bear one say, 
boldness is an important element in Christian 
character, "but I am young, too timid, too fear- 
full." Kerne mber Gideon, Jeremiah, and 
Nicodemua. But "I cannot speak; I have 
no natural gift." So Moses thought, but God 
required him to go to Pharaoh. Speaking is 
not the only way of showing courage. A look 
is often mo:e powerful than words. A sinful 
offer may be refused in silence, and a faithful 
protest still be made. We will always be 
bold, if we keep "looking unto Jesus." G.
